House. 
The senate did not reach a vote on 
the main plan, and the discussion was 
resumed this morning. 
Several impor­ 
ta n t am endm ents have been proposed 
to the original resolution. 
Senator 
Hoot of New York, Republican, and 
Clark of Arkansas. Democrat, have in­ 
troduced am endm ents which pro\ide 
th at the one term limitation shall not 
apply to presidents who have served 
prior to March 4.

Officially Declared to Be an 
Undesirable Alien. 


Washington, Jan. 31.—As an unde­ 
sirable alien, General Cipriano Castro 
must be excluded from the United 
States. Secretary of Commerce and l^a- 
bor Nagel lias decided, thus sustaining 
the finding of the special board at Ellis 
Island. 
Cnless the former president 
of Venezuela can now succeed in get­ 
ting a Cnited States court to overturn 
Secretary Nagel’s decision he will be 
compelled to return to France, from 
whence he came, or to Germany. 
Secretary Nagel based his decision 
on the ground that General Castro de­ 
liberately refused to answ er pertinent 
questions put to him by the special 
board a t Ellis Island in connection 
with the killing of General Paradez. 
This killing, it was alleged, was with­ 
out trial or hearing of any kind, and 
Castro as president was directly re­ 
sponsible for it.

The case brought to the attention 
of the house by Mr. Roddenberry was 
that of Helen K.*'Hanson, “ a feeble­ 
minded white girl,” who was married 
to George F. Thompson, a negro forty- 
two years of age. 
Mr. Roddenberry said that the mar 
riage of Thompson to the Hanson girl 
took place at Niles, Mich., on Jan. 
The certificate is signed by wit- 
nesses and underwritten by Charles 
Ager, a minister of the gospel,” con­ 
tinued Mr. Roddenberry. ‘a white min­ 
ister at that, who ought to be tarred

• NERVE*' ATTRACTS MR. TAFT 


Persistence of a W a sh in g to n L a w ye r 


A p p e als to President. 


""Washington, 
Jan 
31. — President 
Taft's admiration for the resourceful­ 
ness and “ nerve” of a \\ ashington 
lawyer has resulted in giving Samuel 
YY 
Rauen, a convicted murderer, a 
ctiance for his life. 
E. P. Frey, the attorney, tried to get 
another hearing before the president, 
but failed. 
Yesterday he hea” d that a 
Sunday school class was to be received 
at the White House. 
He immediately 
joined the class. 
When he reached the president he 
threw himself and the life oi the mur­ 
derer on Mr. Taft’s mercy. The presi­ 
dent declined to reverse bis decision, 
but later granted a reprieve for two 
weeks. 
Rauen last May shot his wife and 
then killed his brother. 


M. Pussaud, a French scientist, who 
has discovered a means for the produc­ 
tion of what he terms “ cold light.” 
gave recently some details of his (lis 
covery, which, it is thought, may revo 
lutionize electric lighting. 
Starting on the principle that rest 
is as essential to matter as to animal 
organism, he has constructed an elec 
trie lamp In which the light is concern 
trated on a single point by filaments 
working successively; thence the light 
| is projected through a Ions magnifying 
a thousandfold. 
Thus he has succeed­ 
ed in concentrating a 2,000 candlepow- 
er light on one point and in passing 
thirty-two volls into an eight volt 
lamp, which with the ordinary light 
would burst. 
Ex periments with this lamp have es 
tablished that the new light is abso 
iutely without danger, as no heat is 
given off, and it requires only a one 
j hundredth part of the current of the 
ordinary lamp. 
It can be worked by 
a tinv battery, or sufficient motive 


power can lie obtained trom a jet oi 
water from an ordinary faucet of even 
a squirrel turning a cage. 
The light, it is said, offers great ad­ 
vantages in photography, as its pho­ 
togenic power is four times that of the 
magnesium flashlight. 
It has been tried with great success 
at the Biarritz lighthouse, and M Dus- 
snud is working on its application to 
searchlights for the ministry of war.

contract is now completed, the last 
work being finished this week on the 
overhead bridge just west of Lewis­ 
ville. Continuous labor for thirty-sir 
hours was necesary to complete this 
bridge, as concreting at this season 
of the year must all be finished be­ 
fore a cessation as the water may 
freeze in it before the concrete has 
hardened thereby causing numerous 
breaks.

W. Spencer, the 
floor leader of the house, this m orn­ 
ing.

Another bill by Senator 
Traylor requiting tin* illumination 
of 
automobile num bers so they may be 
seen at night failed of passage on ac­ 
count of tin lack of a constitutional 
majority. 
Senator Fleming objected 
to this bill on the ground that it would 
open up the sale of a patent device. 
A bill by Senator Van Auken provid 
ing for the enum eration of soldiers 
and sailors of the Mex ican, civil and 
Spanish-American wars by township 
trusters or school enum erators at the 
same time the school enum erations are 
taken, was passed. 
Senator Fleming has introduced a 
bill for the creation of a state highway 
board, with limited powers and the 
assessm ent of an annual motor vehicle , 
tax . 
John A. l^app, legislative reference 
librarian, is preparing a bill for early 
introduction which will authorize tlie 
city of Indianapolis to construct a col 
osseum, either jointly with a civic or 
ganization of the city or through tin1 
levying of a tax or the issuance of 
bonds for the entire amount of the 
cost of such building.

floors, dusting furniture, m aking beds,

! child’s own clothes, bathing, arriving 
at school with clean hands and face 
and with hair combed, practicing m u­ 
sic lesson, going to bed by 9 o’clock 
every n ig ht bathing and dressing the 
baby, sleeping with window boards in 
bedroom—these are a few of the du­ 
ties for which the teacher at Spring 
Valley, Ore.. allow's credit in connec­ 
tion with regular school work. 
The work is definitely measured and 
allowed for. 
The child desiring credit 
for home tasks brings to school a slip 
signed by the parent testifying to 
w hat has been done. 
Ten per cent is 
added to the final ex amination results 
of all pupils (ex cept eighth graders) 
who enter and continue in the volun­ 
tary' contest to see which can obtain 
the most of such credits. 
A certain 
num ber of accumulated credits entitles 
the pupil to a holiday at the discretion 
of the teacher, and in this one school, 
at least, cash rewards are given to pu­ 
pils m aking the best record in accredit­ 
ed home tasks. 
The ex j>erinient was so successful in 
Spring Valley that it attracted the a t­ 
tention of the county superintendents 
of the state, who this year m ade a spe­ 
cial trip in a body to observe the re­ 
sults of the home credit plan In this 
school and then advocated the idea 
everywhere. 
Already schools in other 
localities have tried the plan with suc­ 
cess. modifying the details in accord­ 
ance with local needs, but always re­ 
taining the central principle of home 
and school co-operation
